Hull of Illinois Leads Corn |. 
Belt Congressmen in Fu- 
tile Fight to Raise Duty 
on Black Strap.

WASHINGTON, May 25. — An- 
other batch of amendments to the 
tariff bill was approved today by 
the House, but not until after a 
serious breach in Republica. ranks 
had threatened to disrupt the 
plans of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee majority to: amend the 
gugar schedule. 

The committee, which has prior- 
ity under the rules to offer 
amendments, precipitated the con- 
troversy in proposing to strike out 
the increase to slightly more than 
2 cents a gallon, the rate on black- 
strap molasses for use in the man- 
wfacture of industrial alcohol, and 
to restore the existing duty of one- 
sixth of a cent a gallon. 

Representative William FE. Hull 
(Rep.), Illinois, proposed an 
amendment to the committee, the 
amendment raising the duty to 8 
cents a gallon and won by the 
close vote of 132 to 130. His vic- 
tory was only temporary, how- 
ever, for the committee amend- 
ment later prevailed instead by a 
vote of 156 to 116. 

Corn Belt Backs Hull. 

Hull was supp. rted by Republic- 
ans from the corn growing states, 
including Ramseye of lIlowa, a 
member of the committee which 
framed the bill, who contenc ~— the 
S-cent rate would open a market 
for 40,000,000 bushels of corn a 
year as a substitute for blackstrap 
in the manufacture of industrial 
alcohol. 

Henry Ford's Objection. 

Blackstrap, a waste product of 
sugar, comes principally from 
Cuba.

As the day wore on, committee 
amendments were adopted in rapid 
order, but these in charge of the 
bill strucle ewnposition in proposing 
an amendment to raise the existing 
duty on white potatoes by 25 cents 
a hundred pounds to 75 cents.

The rates on unshelled'= and 
shelled pecans were raised by an- 
other amendment from three and 
six cents a pound, respectively, to 
five and 10 cents. 

The rate on lithographic paper 
was boosted to 414 cents a pound 
and 10 per cent ad valorem from 
4% cents. If embossed or printed 
otherwise than lithographically, an 
additional duty of 10 per cent in- 
stead af 18 per cent would be pro- 
vided. 

Decalcomanias in ceramic colors 
were increased in rate to $1.40 a 
pound and 15 per cent from 70 
cents. A reduction from 50 cents 
a pound and 15 per cent to 35 
cents a pound and 15 per cent 
would be applicable to the same 
paper when weighing over 100 
pounds per 1000 sheets. 

Cod liver oil cake and meal were 
placed on the free list.

St. Loulsans,. 

Sale of the physical assets of 
the company for $10,700,000 cash 
to the St. Joseph Lead Co., in 
which St. Louisans likewise are 
largely interested, will be formally 
ratified at a meeting of the Des- 
loge stockholders next Saturday. 
In .dditidn the company’s treasury 
holds more than $7,000,000 in 
bonds and other securities which 
will be shared by the stockholders. 

kKirmin Desloge, president and 
treasurer of the company, is §5 
years old. He resides at Hotel 
Chase. Associated with him in 
promoting the company in 1890 
were Louis Fusz and George H. 
Backer, St. Louis millers. Mr. 
Fusz, who was chairman of the 
company, died in 1924 at the age 
of 85. 
the age of 68. 

From Groceries to Lead, 

Mr. Desloge’s father, who con- 
ducted a general store in St. Fran- 
cois County during Civil War 
times, preferred to receive cash 
for his goods. However, many of 
his customers were lead miners, 
who had neither silver nor gold, 
but plenty of ore which they 
traded for merchandise, Deciding 
that there was more money to be 
made in lead than in groceries, the 
storekeeper obtained options on 
land in the vicinity and launched 
the Desloge family in the lead min- 
ing industry.

Favors 4 1-2 Instead of 6 
Per Cent—Norris Urges 
Prudent Investment Rate-

WASHINGTON, May 25.—In 
both House and Senate there is a 
atrong feeling that Congressional 
action should be taken to clarify 
the railroad rate-making situation 
which has been brought about by 
the 5 to 8 decision of the United 
States Supreme Court in the St. 
Louis & O'Fallon valuation case. 


Senator Brookhart (Rep.) Iowa, | 


is drafting a bill, for introduction 
in the present session, which will 
propose the elimination of “cost 
of reproduction” as one of the 
elements that must be taken into 
account in the fixing of values for 
rate-making purposes. 

“There is no doubt in my mind,” 
said Brookhart, ‘“‘that ‘Congress 
has a perfect right under the Con- 
stitution to prevent the inflation 
of values, and the consequent ex- 
action of extortionate rates, by 
limiting the railroads to a fair re- 
turn on the amount of their pru- 
dent investment. 

“fl do not expect my bill to be 
acted on in this session, but it 
‘will I hope, stir up public discus- 
zion of one of the most important 
problems before the people.” 

Brookhart said that before com- 
pleting his measure he would 
confer with Donald Richberg. gen- 
eral counsel for the National Con- 
ference on Railroad Valuation and 
one of the country’s leading advo- 
cates of the “prudent investment” 
theory of valuation. | 

Brookhart is a member of the 
Benate Committee on Interstate 
Commerce, of which Senator Couz- 
ens, (Rep.), Michigan, is chair- 
man. 

Would Cut Railways’ Return. 

Another member of the commit- 
tee who has shown deep interest 
in the decision is Senator Dill, 
(Dem.), of Washington. 

“The only way that I can see,” 


said Dill, “to counteract the effect | 


of the Supreme Court decision is 
to amend the railroad law so as 
to reduce the return ajlowed to 
the railroads. If they are to be 
given, as the Supreme Court says 
they must be, @ valpation- predi- 
cated in part on their cost of re- 
production, no matter how much 
higher that may be than the origi- 
nal investment, then the remedy 
on behalf of the public is to re- 
duce the rate of return from the 
present figure of 6 per cent. 

“Tl am preparing a bill that would 
cut the return to 4 or 4% per cent, 
Certainly something should be 
done to protect the public against 
the payment ‘of rates based on in- 
flated values. 


“The Supreme Court as now con- | 
etituted, 1 am aware,. might upset 


any effort of Congress in this di- 
rection, but the Supreme Court 
personnel does not always remain 
the same. It is historic that the 
court has reversed itself in notable 
cases. 

“Yes, I know that the railroad 
executives and President Hoover 
have said that rate increases by the 
roada are notin prospect. But the 
very fact that they felt called up- 
on to give this assurance shows that 
the possibility of increases is im- 
plied in the Supreme Court deoct- 
sion. 

Water Power Recapture. 

“In this connection, it is inter- 
esting to note that the water power 
act, under which leases are granted 
for the private operation of pub- | 
lic property, carries a provision for 
recapture by the Government, at 
the end of the 50-year leasing 
term, On paymene of the amount 
invested. 

“Of course the situation here is 
not exactly analogous to the rajl- 
road sit@ation, inasmuch as the 
water power lessee enters into a 
contract with the ehovernment in 
which the terms of recapture are 
plainly stated. Nevertheless, it is 
pertinent to observe that the 


amount stipulated to be paid is not | 


the cost of reproduction but the 
sum of the origp® ial investment. 
“I mean this partly for the rea- 
son that the Water Power Com. 
mission is so hamstrung at presein 
by lack of funds that it is un- 
able to keep up to date the invest- 
ment accounts of the various water 
power lessees. It is up to Congress 
to make an appropriation that will 


enable the commission to keep | 


abreast of this work.

NEW YORK, May 25.—In the 
' most congested and squalid sec- 
‘tions of New York may be hearé 
tenement children practicing their 
/'music lessons. It is not the toot- 
ing of saxophones, either, although 
Prof. Patini, clarinet teacher and 
piano tuner, may have his studio 
in the same block, where custom 
pants and $2 hats are advertised 
in the windows of ground-floor 
flats.

OF WOMAN VOTERS 


| Efficiency in Government, 
| Child Welfare, Social Hy- 
giene Among League’s Aims 


Announcement of the program 
for the coming year of the St. 
Louis League of Woman Voters is 
made in the current issue of the 
_ League Bulletin, following the -or- 
ganization’s recent tenth annual 
, convention. The work is divided 
| by the committees, as follows: 
Efficiency in Government—~ 
| Support of the State reorganiza- 
tion and executive budget, perma- 
| nent registration, reorganization of 
county government and the coun- 
cil-manager plan for cities. 

Child Welfare—Support of ade- 


| quacy of the maternity and infancy 
appropriation and of continued 
improvement of child labor laws: 
Study of State child labor laws and 
| their enforcement and of the needs 
| for special protection of dependent 
/and illegitimate children. 


| Kducation—Support of efforts to 


equalize educational opportunities, 
|including establishment of larger 
| school units and. better principles 
Of taxation for educational facili- 
tiles. 

Social Hygiene—Study of the ad- 
ministration of justice as related to 
sex offenders and of methods of 
enforcing injunctions, abatement 
laws and other me&asures. 

Women in Industry—Study of 
the inclusion of occupational dis- 
eases in workmen's compensation 
legislation, 

Legal Status of Women—Sup- 
port of jury service for women; 
study of uniform marriage and di- 
vorce laws, including provision for 
| notices of intention to marry. 

The League Bulletin adds: 

“In addition to these measures, 
every local league must be 
equipped to give support to those 
national legislative measures which 
will be active during the coming 
year. These are: 1. Lame duck 
amendment. 2. Measures promo- 
ting the more effective establish- 
ment and continuance of work for 
maternity and infancy hygiene, 3. 
Development of Muscle Shoals as a 
national asset through legislation. 
| 4. Support of the settlement of in- 
ternational difficulties by arbitra- 
tion or other peaceful means, the 
support of treaties having the same 
end in view, and of economic poli- 
cies in the interest of peace and of 
the general reduction of expendit- 
ures for war. 

“The national program also in- 
cludes a large number of measures 
for study and support. The conven- 
tion of the Missouri League sg6e- 
‘lected the following measures for 
study: lederal reorganization. 
The foreign policy of the United 
States. Monroe Doctrine—Mexico, 
Central and South America. Prob- 
lems of the Pacific—The Phillp- 
pines, China and Japan. The na- 
tional defense act—Military educa- 
tion: in schools and colleges.” 

The league estimates its income 
for the coming year from member- 
ships, its Economy Shop, advertis- 
ing and contributions at $12,500, 
just sufficient to support its pro- 
gram.

The whole of the Basilica 
will be lighted this June night and 
the expenses, to judge from former 


| ceremonies, may run in excess of | 
| $39,000. | 
The expenses of the elaborate 
' procession, pontifical mass and 


preparation of the Basilica’s altars 
ordinarily amount to $2000 and 
the Vatican Chapter usually re- 
ceives about $4000 for decorations 
and candles. 

When Pope Leo XIII canonized 
Saints Anthony Maria Zaccaria and 
Peter Fourier the ceremony cost 
$43,000 An earlier ceremony in- 
volved expenditure of $30,000 for 
preliminary procedure alone. 

Cost for Getting Data. 

There is also a cost to be borne 
in gathering the necessary cata 
and proofs upon which the grant- 
ing of sainthood is postulated. 
This sometimes involycs iong jour- 
neys or deep delving into musty 
records by experts in the search 
for evidence concerning miracles 
adduced in proof of the holiness 
of the person to be beatified.

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Gas Tax Raises 
Motoring Cost 
4, In 17 States 


A. A. A. Commends Action of 
. Missouri in Limiting 
a Incneases. 


WASHINGTON, May 25.—Motor- 
ists of the nation will shoulder an 
additional tax bur@en of approxi- 
mately $75,000,000 im 1929, as a re- 
sult of an increase im the gasoline 
tax in 17 states and the adoption 
of this form of taxation by three 
others, namely, Illinois, Massachu- 
setts and New York. 

This statement was issue’ by Na- 
tional Headquarters of the Amer- 
ican Automobile Association, which 
views with alarm the tendency to 
make the gasoline tax an ever-in- 
creasing burden on the car owners. 

“In addition to the increases of 
one cent per gallon in the 17 states 
and the new tax in three others,” 
says the national motoring body, 
“Oregon has already increased the 
rate effective in 1930, while legisla- 
tures in other states are now con- 
sidering raising the existing rate. 

“The gas tax was first adopted in 
three states, just 10 years ago, and 
today it is a means of raising rev- 
enue in all of the 48 states and the 
District of Columbia. Moreover, 
during this time the tota. amount 
of the tax has risen from around 
$10,000,000 to more than $300,000,- 
000 a year and the total will swell 
to more than $490,000,000 for 
1929.” 

The A. A. A. deciares that while 
motorists have long favored the gas 
tax and willingly submitted to in- 
creaser m order that the mileage of 
improved roads might be extend- 
ed, the present tendency to raise 
the rate without regard for their 
rights ig certain to bring a loud 
protest, unless a halt is called. 

At the same time, the national 
motoring body pointed out that 
the rate of the gasoline tax has 
remained stationary for the past 
five years in only four states and 
the District of Columbia. 

The statement continues: 

“One of the most hopeful de- 
velopments in recent years is the 
action of the Missouri Legislature 
in limiting the present gas tax 
rate for a period of 10 years. This 
is in marked contrast to the action 
in many other states, where it is 
clearly evident that the rights of 
ear owners as a class of citizens 
are being threatened. 

“Another dangerous sign is the 
fact that in several states a por-

Clearer signals and better tone 
quality from WENR should result 
from the improvements, “For the 
most part, poor reception is due to 
poor modulation in the transmit- 
ting stations,” says E. H.. Gager, 
chief engineer of WENR. “When 
modulation igs poor a broadcast is 
not clear. Its quality is bad. It is 
indistinet or distorted and ‘mushy.’ 
| The best programs in the world are 
the poorest if broadcast over a sta-

To the 


Stage Shows 


Grand Avenue House Drops 
Vaudeville After Two Weeks’ 
Tryout and Will Present 
Traveling Units — Ambassa- 
dor Makes a Change and 
Will Start Week on Fri- 
day Hereafter Downtown.

FTER a two weeks’ dash into 
vaudeville which did not 
prove tremendously exciting, 
Fox. Theater hag gone back to 
girl and music shows with its fea- 
ture pictures. The theater, as the 
management found out quickly, is 
unsuited for variety acts, the stage 
and the auditorium being entirely 
too large for that form of amuse- 


the 


ment. But while Fox will now 
go in for the band show idea it 


will not resort to the spectacles 
which adorned the stage when’*the 


house was first opened —aad 
which cost Mr. Fox a world of 


money each aveek. The new type 
of entertainment is along _the 
same Jines as the stage show at 
the Missouri and Ambassador, 
Fanchon and Marco, the produc- 
ers who put on the shows inthe 
West Coast theaters acquired by 
Fox, will send a new company 
here each week. These traveling 
units will carry their own scenery 
and costumes and chorus. In ad- 
dition, one or more vaudeville acts 
will be added to the visiting or- 
ganization. 

In the meantime, the policy of 
pictures alone will be kept up 
down at Loew's, now in the hands 
of William Fox. The fact that St. 
Louis has far too many theater 
seats is finally beginning to seep 
into the heads of the New York 
magnates. The customers are sim- 
ply being divided up among the 
six first run houses and at present 
a change of policy at Loew's is the 
only prospect of giving some sort 
of relief to the situation. When- 
ever Fox gets ready for a change 
it is reported, as has already been 
told, Loew’s will be made over 
into a vaudeville and picture com- 
bination house. Right now, with 
a string of fine films, the down- 
town theater is doipg very nicely 
with no tremendous overhead for 
stage presentations to be met ev- 
ery week,

NOTHER change in sight is at 
the Ambassador, where, dur- 
ing the coming week, the 
shows will be brought to an end 
on Thursday night with the new 
offerings starting on Friday in- 
stead of Saturday. Just what the 
Skouras boys expect to gin by 
this move is not apparent.

T WAS almost time for the Oklahoma 
City bus to arrive at.Davenport, a small 
town 40 miles northeast of Oklahoma's 
capital city.” Several travelers were 
waiting with their baggage at the hotel 
corner where the bus would stop to dis- 
charge and receive passengers. Loitering 
among them was a siender, middle-aged 
man, gray-eyed and of fair complexion. 
He looked a little pale and his face 
wore an intent, uneasy expression which observers might 
have attributed to an anxiety to be on his way. The bus 
was a little late. 

Presently Chief of Police Marvin Roberts sauntered on 
the scene and looked casually about. His eyes fastened 
upon the stranger. He moved nearer. Then he approached 
the man and placed a hand on his shoulder. 

“Hello, Bill,’ he said. ‘I guess you'll have to come 
with me.” 

The man turned slowly. He put his hands in the air 
and smiled a grim sort of smile as he recognized the 
officer. 

“All right, Chief,’’ 
take my guns.”’ 

And while the stranger kept his hands aloft and the 
bystanders gasped in astonishment, Chief Roberts lifted 
two .45-caliber automatics from the man's pockets. Then 
the two walked away to the jail. 

When the bus arrived, 10 minutes later, there was still 
evidence of excitement to be seen, but nobody even then 
suspected that a killing, frontier style, had been narrowly 
averted; that a passenger on that very bus had escaped 
death only by reason of the fact that Chief Roberts arrived 
at the corner first. Not until the vehicle had gone on its 
way was it learned that the stranger arrested with the 
big automatics was ‘‘Young Bill’’ Tilghman, escaped con- 
vict from the Tennessee Penitentiary, and that among the 
passengers on the bus was Wylie Lynn. 

With these identities established, the rest was clear. At 
least it was clear to those who Knew the circumstances 
under which ‘“‘Old Bill’’ Tilghman, the State’s most famous 
peace officer and gun-fighter, had died with his boots on 
at Cromwell five years ago. It was simply this: 


he replied. ‘‘I guess you’d better 


his home State, halted in his flight and jeopardized 

his liberty for one purpose: to ‘‘get’’ the slayer of 
his father. Wylie Lynn was that slayer.- In 1924, Lynn, 
a prohibition agent then, had become involved in an oil- 
town brawl. Old Bill, the 71-year-old Marshal, had ar- 
rested him. After being disarmed of two revolvers Lynn 
had then shot the white-haired officer with a third weapon 
while being led to jail. He had been acquitted on testi- 
mony of self-defense, and Young Bill had sworn to exact 
retribution. That was why Young Bill, safely ahead of 
his pursuers and with a clear track to Mexico, had ven- 
tured to stand around a bus station in famillar territory 
On that afternoon a few weeks ago. 

He himself admitted the lethal nature of his errand 
when Chief Roberts had got him behind the jail walls and 
hotified the Tennessee authorities. 

“What in the name of all that is holy made you stop 
in Davenport?’’ asked Roberts. ‘‘Didn't you know the 
folks here would spot you in a minute?” 

“I had heard Lynn was looking for me,”’ Tilghman re- 
plied. “I thought maybe I'd get a chance to meet him. 
He was coming in on that stage, you know.” 

“Well, I'm glad you didn’t get to meet him,’’ said the 
Chief, “and I'll venture to say he is, too.”’ 

Apparently suffering greater depression from his fail- 
Ure to even scores with Lynn than from his recapture, 
Young Bill Tilghman is back in the Tennessee State Pen- 
itentiary at Nashville now. To forestall another possible 
dash they are keeping him within the inner court of walls, 
ind the prospects are that he will have a long time to wait 
before he gets another opportunity to avenge his father's 
death. He faces the biggest end of a partly-served 25-year 
stretch, having been sent up a year ago for attempting to 
blow a safe in Memphis. 

Not until his escape over the walls on March 19 was it 
fnerally known that he was a son of Bill Tilghman of 
frontier fame. He was sentenced under the name oc fF. 
B. Wilson, and at the prison was merely Convict No. 
4873. Upon his escape, however, his photograph was 
YMely broadcast and, in Oklahoma, was easily recognized. 

%ihe kept out of Oklahoma it is probable he would 
have gone on his way unmolested. The Tennessee officers 
“arching for him had lost the trail after tracing him 
‘ross Tennessee and Texas. But he ventured back into 
home territory and fell into the hands of a rura] Marshal 
ha village of 400 inhabitants. 

Among the old-timers of Oklahoma there are many who 
Will tell you they wish Young Bill had kept his liberty 
1S minutes longer. They remember Old Bill Tilghman 
With admiration and affection and see in his scapegrace 
0's bold gesture a trace of the old Tilghman fire and 
wirit, something that, a good deal more accurately than 
fe robbery, marks the son as a chip off the old block. 
Safe robbery, or robbery of any other kind, was not amone 
Old Bill's activities. He was a relentless gun-fighter and 
‘ Killer when it became necessary, but he fought 
% the side of law and order. He was still fight- 


Y OUNG BILL, fugitive from prison, had come back to 


ing on that side when he died 
with his boots on at 71 in lawless 
Cromwell. 

During his long career as an 
Oklahoma peace officer, Bill 
Tilghman killed more men than 
Billy the Kid, but he was one kill- 
er among a thousand who never 
recorded his victims with notches 
on the handle of his gun. He shot 
only when his own life was in 
danger and usually after his out- 
law adversary had fired = first.

the parents moved to Atchison, 
Kansas, where Bill grew up on a 
farm, learning to shoot as he 


and Bill accompanied him on num- 
erous trips across the plains. At 
15 Bill had visited al] the forts on 
the frontier of the Indian country 
and at 18 he was a trusted scout 
for the United States Army, tak- 
ing part in the campaign against 
the Cheyenne chief, Dull Knife. 
From 1870 to 1875 he was a 
scout and buffalo hunter. He war 
a remarkable shot. Sutton relates 
that in a little more 


survived many a gun- 
fight because he never 
missed and was an 
eighth of aie second 
faster ‘‘on the draw." 
Having got his man, 
he wanted no grim re- 
minders on his gun- 
handle. He preferred 
re zorget. And. 
strangely, after round- 
ing out a long ca- 
reer, he died as he 
had wanted to die— 
‘fin the smoke.” 

“In my 60 vears on 
the Western frontier, 
I knew only one man 
who wished to. die 
with his boots on,’’ 
relates Fred Sutton 
in his recent book, 
‘Hands Up,’ written 
by A. B. MacDonald. 
“I know of 75 United 
States Deputy Mar- 
shals who died with 
their boots on, shot 
down by outlaws, 
While on duty. It was 
an honor to die in that 
way, as much so as 
for a soldier to die on 
the battlefield, fight- 
ing for his country, 
but none of them 
craved that sort of 
passing. 

“All outlaws had a 
horror of dying with 
Seer beots on. J 
imagine that came largely from the cus- 
tom in an early day of burying a des- 
perado as he fell, with his boots on his 
feet and without coffin or funeral rites. No matter how 
desperate a man was, or how recklessly he risked his life, 
he dreaded that kind of burial.”’ 

In the latter years of Tilghman’'s life he was urged by 
the better people of Cromwell to come there and be its 
Marshal, to restore order in a wild and lawless boon 
town. He told Sutton of his plan. Sutton's account 
continues: 


“rp ILL. I wouldn't go,’ I said. ‘You and I must 


realize that we are not so young as we used 

to be. You are 71. You are not so quick on 
the draw as you were. Your eyesight is failing. It's time 
you realized you are an old man and must quit this bat- 
tling with outlaws. You have done your share of it. And, 
besides, this new brand of city-bred outlaw that has come 
up under national prohibition, the bootleggers, hi-jackers, 
rum-runners, dope peddlers and hop heads, are not like 
the old-time outlaws who’ had been cowboys and had a 
code of honor of their own that they lived up to. These 
new bandits will shoot you in the back. Don't go.’ 

“ “Well. answered Tilghman, ‘if I don’t get killed in a 
gun-fight I'll have to go to bed some day and die like a 
woman, and I don't want to do that. I want to go out in 
the smoke, and die with my boots on, as I’ve seen so many 
good men die.’ © 

So Tilghman went to Cromwell, and soon thereafter he 
died the death which came sooner or later to most frontler 
officers as well as to most outlaws. 

Tilghman grew up from early childhood iff the West, 
where the handling of firearms and the handling of bad 
men was a niatter of course. In the days when ‘“‘there was 
no Sunday west of Kansas City and no God west of Fort 
Smith,’ he was successively scout, plainsman, buffalo 
hunter, Indian fighter, Sheriff and United States Marshal. 
For 51 years, Sutton says, he was the bull’s-eve in hun- 
dreds of gun-fights, and in all those battles he was wound- 
ed only once before he got his death wound at the age 
of 71. 

Born at Fort Dodge, Iowa, on July 4, 1853, he came of 
pioneer American stock. His father saw service against 
the Florida Indians. A few months after the son’s birth,

At that time he was a 
scout for General Phil 
Sheridan and served as 
guide on the famous 
hunt on which the 
General entertained 
“the Grand Duke Alexis 
of Russia. 

In 1875 Tilghman 
made his home in 
Dodge City and re- 
mained there 16 years, 
serving two terms as 
Marshal and one as 
Sheriff. At that time 
Dodge was known far 
and wide as one of the 
toughest and deadliest 
cow towns in the West. 
They killed peace offi- 
cers for breakfast with 
disconcerting regular- 
ity, but Tilghman 
somehow survived and 
did more perhaps than 
any other one man to- 
ward taming the place. 
Part of the time there 
he served as Deputy 
United States Marshal. 

With the opening of 
the Cherokee Strip in 
1893, Tilghman moved 
to Oklahoma, and for 
the remainder of his 
life devoted his tal- 
ents to taming that 
region. He lived first 
at Guthrie and later at 

In Oklahoma he served 19% 


Chandler. 
years as Deputy United States Marshal, 
two terms as Sheriff of Lincoln County 


and part of a term as State Senator. The latter job was 
too tame, so Bill resigned to become Chief of Police of 
Oklahoma City. That became too tame also, and he quit 
in 1914 to look for something more exciting. 

Nobody knows for certain how many fights Bill Tilgh- 
man engaged in or how many bad men he vanquished, 
but the records are rich in anecdotes of his adventures. 
There was the time, for example, when he brought in Bill 
Dalton of the notorious Dalton gang, terrors to banks 
throughout the Southwest. Dalton was wanted for bank 
robbery, but no one dared to go after him. It was report- 
ed that Dalton was hiding in the mountains of Arkansas. 
Tilgiaman was warned to leave him there, for it was too 
easy to be killed in a region where Dalton knew every 
inch of the ground. But Tilghman went. Two weeks later 
he came out of the hills and he had his man. Neither was 
scratched and neither would talk about the capture. 


Southeast of Coffeyville, Kansas, just over the Okla- 

homa line. in what is known as “The Osage,” is a 
wild region of hills and caves. Back in the ‘808 these hills 
were the strongholds of robber gangs. No law-abiding 
mah ever went into the region. There came a report that 
the men who had held up a Union Pacific train west of 
Omaha were hiding in those hills. Tilghman called for 
volunteers from among deputy Federal Marshals. No one 
answered the call, so Tilehman went alone. He killed two 
men and came back with a whole skin. 

At Okemah, Oklahoma, another robber gang held forth. 
Bill and a deputy paid them a visit. They came upon four 
outlaws, killed two and captured the others. Bill's deputy 
was wounded in the fight. Then they captured two others 
Besides bringing back the wounded officer, Bill brought 
in four desperadoes. That was characteristic But he 
never would talk about his exploits. That was another 
Still another was his refusal to risk dim-

Sutton says of him: 
“Bill Tilghman was the most gentlemanly, quiet, fair 


and loyal man I have ever known. I heard him say that 


Bill Tilghman, for 50 years q straight- 
shooting peace officer in the 
old Wild West. 


in his 70 years he had declined millions of drinks. Vir- 
tually everyone on the border drank, and it was remark- 
able that Tilghman did not. I think that was one reason 
why he lived through so many gun-fights.”’ 

Besides pursuing outlaws and shooting it out with them 
in some robber rendezvous, frontier peace officers were 
almost constantly beset by the danger of becoming tar- 
gets for drunken ‘‘bad men” in town to make a noise. 
Often they had to call a desperado’s bluff. Tilghman sur- 
vived numerous encounters of this kind. Once in 1893 
when he was Marshal of Guthrie he was summoned to 
Perry, then a city of tents, to help put down lawlessness. 
He came with two. silver-mounted six-shooters and a 
sawed-off rifle. On his first day in Perry he encountered 
Crescent Sam, one of Bill Doolin's outlaws, and ordered 
him out of town. Sam said he would go when he got good 
and ready. Sutton describes what followed: 

“Tilghman said in his quiet way, ‘Crescent, I am Mar- 
shal here. Don't let the setting sun find you on this town- 
site.’ 

“I'll be here after the sun goes down, all right,’ the 
Outlaw answered. 

‘*Don't do it, Crescent, that's all,’ Tilghman warned. 

“That night Tilghman and I strolled down an avenue 
between two rows of tents, toward the Buckhorn, a saloon 
and dance hall under canvas. As we neared it Crescent 
Sam stepped out of its door holding a six-shooter. 

“He fired twice at the moon and wailed: ‘I'm a wild 
wolf and it's my night to howl! If there’s a hombre in 
this man's town can send me home till I’m ready to go, 
I'd like to see the color of his hair.’ 

‘At that moment he espied Tilghman, and for a second 
or two they stood and eyed each other, Tilghman with a 
six-shooter in his hand, ready, and the outlaw with his. 

“Crescent fired first, from the hip. Tibkzghman fired so 
soon after that the two reports sounded almoat like one. 
The outlaw fell. Tilghman blew the smoke from the bar- 
rel of his gun, shoved in another cartridge, raised his left 
arm and examined a hole where’the bullet from Crescent’s 
gun had gone through both coat and shirt. Then he 
stepped over to where the dead bandit lay. 

‘“*Poor fool!’ he said.”’ 


ILGHMAN was married twice in his career, but the 
tenderest romance of his life was one which did not 
result in marriage—a romance which began in boy- 

hood and ended with death. When he left Atchison at 16. 
he afterwards related, he was deeply engaged in a child- 
hood love affair with a schoolmate. Her name was Mattie. 
Living the life of a plainsman, he couldn't write to her or 
she to him. Years passed and they lost all trace of each 
other, as Bill never got back to Atchison. Forty-five years 
later Bill did get back to Atchison. He made inquiry and 
learned that Mattie was still alive and lived near the town. 
the wife of a farmer. He called her up and went out to 
see her. They sat for two hours weeping, this white- 
haired man and white-haired woman. When he left. she 
pressed into his hands a large bundle, to be opened when 
he was gone. He found in it hundreds of postcards, writ- 
ten and addressed to him and stamped. When he tele- 
phoned to her for an explanation she told him she had 
written a postcard to him every Sunday for 45 vears, but 
having no address to which to mail them, had filed them 
all away to give to him if he ever came back. 

He never saw her again. He was killed at Cromwell! a 
few weeks afterwards and Mattie died a month later 

In Oklahoma and Kansas, officers and citizens charged 
that Bill Tilghman was killed because he was hurting 
business for the crooks. J. J. Bradfield of Wichita, Kan- 
sas, for many years a Deputy United States Marshal with 
Tilghman, declared he believed Bill was decoyed to his 
death. He had gone to Cromwell to help clean up the town. 

Fight or nine years ago Central Oklahoma experienced 
an unprecedented boom as the result of rich of] strikes 
in the Mid-Continent field. Towns sprang up almost over- 
night, attracting thieves, moonshiners, bootleggers, gam- 
blers and adventurers by the thousands. 
one of these mushroom towns. In five months it grew 
from a village of a few cabins to a boom town of 20.000 
population. It was overrun with underworld characters 
from every part of the country and known as the wicked- 
est town in America. There were 5 ‘‘blind tigers’ in the 
town, 60 gambling houses, 10 dance halls and some 20)! 
peddlers of narcotic drugs The local police could not 
cope with the criminal element, so the better citizens 
called for Bill Tilghman 

With his arrival, things began to change. In one week 
he and his deputy escorted 65 women out of town and 
closed up a score of vice dens. ‘‘Business'’ was getting 
bad and the Jawless crowd getting daily more hostile to 
Bill. One night an automobile stopped in front of ‘‘Ma”™ 
Murphy's dance hall and a man got out and began firine 
arevolver. Tilghman arrested the disturber and took two 
pistols away from him Never thinking that he might 
have another, the Marshal took him by the arm and 
started to the police station. A scuffle followed and Tilgh- 
man was shot three times through the body. His assail. 
ant escaped. He was afterwards identified as Lynn 

So after 51 years as a peace officer, Bill Tilghman met 
death not at the hands of one of the 500 outlaws he had 
fought, but at the hands of a United States prohibition 
agent.

BAYOU GOULA, Louisiana. 
BLIVION has been decreed 
for this pleasant town, 
with its old gardens and 
old homes. The Mississip- 
pi River is to win in its 
long-fought conteat for the 
ground on which Bayou Goula is built, 
for the very ground in which the dead 
lie buried. 

That is the meaning of an order is- 
sued recently by flood-control engi- 
neers and approved by the Mississippi 
River Commiasion. Though they have 
fought for 60 years to keep back the 
river, the inhabitants must obey. The 
exodus has already begun. 

In the ceaseless war with the Miasia- 
sippi which United States engineers 
must wage it is strategically necessary 
that a levee be built down the main 
street of Bayou Goula, and thé course 
of the river deflected. 

There is a atriking irony in the fact 
that this town must give way, for it 
has long been regarded as one of the 
most ideal sites on the lower river, 
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both from the point of view of nat- 
ural beauty and advantageous loca- 
tion. Situated 90 miles from New Or- 
leans, there has been a settlement here 
since 1682, it is claimed. Three times 
in the past 50 years the levee has been 
moved back. Each time the river has 
swallowed a chunk of the town. Now 
it is to have a free eweep over streets 
and home sites and the ruined founda- 
tions where once were schools, miils 
and churches.
